1 . POLITICAL COUNSELOR WAS CONVOKED TO FOREIGN MINISTRY FEBRUARY 
14 BY MINISTER GUY BRANDAO, CHIEFN DEPARTMENT OF CULTURAL 
SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNOLOGICAL COOPERATION. BRANDAO HAD VERY 
BRIEF MESSAGE TO IMPART: HE SAID AN EMBASSY BISSAU REPRESENTATIVE 
IN PRAIA, CAPE VERDE, TO DISCUSS PROSPECTS FOR TRILATERAL 
COOPERATION IN AN UNSPECIFIED ASSISTANCE AREA IN MANNER SIMILAR 
TO PREVIOUS APPROACH BY USAID REPRESENTATIVE IN BISSAU 

TO BRAZILIAN REPRESENTATION THERE. BRANDAO SAID HE HAD BEEN 
INSTRUCTED TO SAY THAT FOREIGN MINISTRY WOULD APPRECIATE 
IT IF IN FUTURE ANY AND ALL SUCH EXCHANGES WOULD BE CONDUCTED 
THROUGH BRAZILIAN EMBASSY IN WASHINGTON OR THROUGH FOREIGN 
MINISTRY IN BRASILIA, ADDING THAT MINISTRY'S STRONG PREFERENCE 
WAS FOR LATTER CHANNEL. 

2. POLCOUNS SAID THAT ALTHOUGH HE WAS AWARE OF EXCHANGES 
IN BISSAU, HE WAS NOT FAMILIAR WITH APPROACH IN PRAIA AND THAT 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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HE WOULD REPORT BRANDAO'S DEMARCHE TO DEPARTMENT AND USAID. 

3. CONVERSATION WAS CORDIAL THROUGH BRIEF EXCHANGE. 

4. COMMENT: IN LIGHT OF ABOVE, AND OF PREVIOUS GOB POSITION 
REFLECTED IN REFTEL C, WE DO NOT BELIEVE IT WOULD BE PRODUCTIVE 
TO MAKE ANY FURTHER EFFORT TOWARD USAID-SPONSORED PSA TRAINING 
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IN BRAZIL IN THE FORESEEABLE FUTURE.
